LAND FRAUDS, 
f . 


Over Eighty-Two Thousand Acres of 
Land Stolen. 


Details of. the Stretching of the 
Lorenzo Marquez and Fernandez 
Graauts—Fifty Square Miles of Public 
Domain Inclosed by the Cimarron 
Cattle Com pany—Report of Special 
Agent Eddy and Instructions of the 
General Land Office Disregarded— 
The Surveyor-General’s Part in the 
Frauds. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatcn. 

Santa Fez, N. M., October 24.—Your correspond- 
ent’s attention was called to the fraudulent survey 
of the Lorenzo Marquez grant, or, as it is more 
generality known, the San Miguel Del Bado tract, 
by Chief Clerk Clark of the Surveyor-General's 
office. Upon investigation it developed that this 
grant had been stretched for something like 45,200 
acres beyond its proper boundaries, The grant 
bears date of 1798. It is situated on the Pecos River 
inS«n Miguel County, N. M., and includes, as sur- 
veyed under H. M. Atkinson, 315.800 acres of the 
best watered and most desirable land in the terri- 
tory. Atkinson delivered an opinion favorable to 
the title of the grant in 1879, and the fraudulent sur. 
vey was made in July,18390. As will be observed from 
the accompanying copy of the official survey,a large 
portion of the Las Vegas and Tecolote grants are 
included in the Lorenzo Marquez grant. Both the 
Las Vegas and the Tecolote are much older grants 
than the Marquez, and hence have a prior claim to 
the disputed territory, in addition to which they 
have also been approved of in due form by the 
General Land Office at Washington, and confirmed 
by act of Congress. Mr. Clark told me that in his 
opinion the Las Vegas would shortiy be recom- 
mended for a patent. 

Had the eastern boundary lineof the Marquez 
been run in strict accordance with the words of the 
original grant it would bs represented on 
the accompanying diagram by a straight line 
drawn between Bernal Hill and Aqua Caliente, and 
the Las Vegas and Tecolote would have been left 
out of the Marquez entirely. Instead of 
following the words of the grant, how- 
ever, the Deputy Surveyor, under instructions 
from Surveyor-General H. M. Atkinson.established 
an artificial corner at a point due east from Aqua 
Caliente and distant from that place about nine 
miles, and due north and distant from Bernal Hill 
some fifteen miles. The north and east boundary 
lines were continued to this artificial point, which 
is not mentioned in the grant, instead of being run 
from the Bernal Hilltothe Aqua Caliente direct, 
both of which points ave specificilly mentioned as 
the east and north boundaries respectively> By 
running these false lines tbe survey of the Marquez 
was made to include portions of two older and con- 
firmed grants, as above stated. Mr. Clark of the 
Surveyor-General's office is of the opinion that the 
proof of an extension of the boundaries is conclu- 
sive inthis case. Thestrip of land thus fraudu- 
lently obtained isin the shape of a triangle and 
contains in the neighborhood of 43,200 acres, 
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The Lorenzo Marquez Grant 

For the San Miguel Del Bado tract, containing 315,- 
300 acres, stretched for 43,200 acres, Survey ap- 
proved by H. M. Atkinson, July 26, 1530. 

The Bartolome Fernandez grant madein 1776is 
for acomparatively small tract covering originally 
some four square leagues of land, but surveyed at 
present for about 7,676 acres in excess cf that 
amount. The Alcaldein giving the grantees pes- 
session of the grant measured it off and stated the 
boundaries, as was customary. He said: ‘I meas- 
ured one league upon each of the cardinal courses, 
consisting the four teagues.”" In the sketch plat 
filed by the grantees with their request for an 
approval of the grant, they state that the Bartolo- 
me Fernandez contains about 23,00 acres, which is 
in the neighborhood of 5,500 acres more than the 
four leagues given them by the Alcalde, but in the 
official survey made under direction of 
H. M. Atkinson in 1878 the. grantees, or 
rather their legal heirs and representatives, re- 

ceived 25,176 acres, or over 7,600 acres more than 
the land given by the Alcalde’s express words. 
Max Frost, ex-Register of the Land Office at 
Santa Fe, and one of the ownersof the grant, 
speaking of the survey to your correspondent said; 
“I know that the survey is not correct, and that we 
have considerably more land than we are entitied 

to, The mistake is so obvious that we shall ba 

obliged to let go of a considerable part of the grant 
eventually. Recognizing that fact, we shall pe- 
tition to have it cut down to its proper boundaries 

at an early day.” 

Two years ago, the General La nd Office at Wash- 
ington, at the instance of Special Inspector Eddy, 
cancelled a large part of the* land entries owned 
by the Prairie Cattle Company. located along the 

Canadian River, in San Miguel County, New Mexico. 
At that time the Prairie and Cimarron Cattle Com- 
panies had inclosed these cancelled entries in a 
fence which took in some fifty square miles of 

territory. After the action of the Land Depart- 
ment in declaring the entries fraudulent and 
restoring the land to the public domaia, these 

companies had not the shadow of a title to the 

property, their fence was per- 
mitted to stand, nevertheless, and investigation

BALTIMORE'S SENSATION. 


A Wealthy Man’s Plot to Murder His Beau- 
tiful Daughter-in-Law. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTCH. . 

Boston, October 27.—The arrest of the myste- 
rious lady by the detectives Saturday night, as 
chronicied in the Post-Dispatos, has developed one 
of jhe greatest sensations this city has bad for 
many years. The detectives have been working on 
the case for nearly three weeks and have positively 
refused to give the press any information that 
would tend to show the nature of the case. A few 
of the facts which leaked out Monday night 
indicate that the case was a c nspiracy of great 
interest to Boston and Baltimore people. From 
what can be learned the mysterious lady arrested 


as the principal is Mrs. Emma Coolidze, wife of 
one of Boston's police officers. She is about 32 
years old, has travelied extensively and moved in 
sour society. She has been married twice, her 

rst husband having died in Philadelphia seven 
years ago. She was mafrie’ in the same city a few 

ears later to the Boston officer. On the 9th of this 
month, it is said, she went to “Bose Cobb's,” one of 
the most notorious dives in this city. She told 
(‘obb that she wanted to have a private conversa. 
tion with him on very important business. He 
took her to the most secluded place in the dive 
where they could converse without being inter- 
rupted. The woman was still suspicious they might 
be overheard, and looked about her to satisfy her- 
seif that there were no eavesdroppers about. The 
mau asked the woman what she wanted, and she 
said she wished to get some one to play crank and 
knock outa woman and she wou'd pay $1.000 or 
$1,500 for having itdone. She said that a young 
and beautiful Irish girl had entered one of the 
nicest and wealthiest familes of Baltimore as 
servant. The family who employed her had a son 
who had attsined his majority. .He made loveto 
her, and, his affections being returned, they were 
clandestinely married. Not until a child was born 
to the couple were the young man's 
parents aware of the marriage. his 
parents did everything possible to induce him 
to consent toa separation, cut he determined to 
stand by his wife. His father, seeing that he could 
not contro! his son, determined to have the woman

but on no condition mus: the chiid be harmed. The 
woman toid Cobb she had come to Boston to see him 
and employ him to either kill this woman himself or 
get some one to doit. After Cobb had refused to 
do the deed, the woman asked about one Jobn 
Donahue, better known as John Bull, a well-known 
gambler of this city. She said she thought he 
would be just the man to dot.e job. Her listener 


thought he would. She asked if an interview 
could not be had with him, and _ the 
keeper of the dive said he would 


have him therethe next afternoon at 5:30 o’clock. 

Atthbe appointed hourthe woman wason hand, 
also Donahue and the dive keeper. In relating the 
story to Donahue she said si.e had twice personally 
attempted to poison the voung wife, and bad very 
neariy succeeded in killing ner both times. She 
made the offer of $1.000 to Donahue, who, supposing 
it wasaputup jobon him, said he would do the 
work and a few days later told the detectives the 
whole story. Several iuterviews were had between 
these menand the woman at which several police 
inspectors were present, but unseen. At one of the 
interviews the woman produced two letters from the 
father-in-law with a murderous disposition, but 
before she showed them sie took the precaution to 
cut off the signature toeach. Inoneof these let- 
ters Le said he would arrive in Boston last Iriday. 
He did not arrive until Saturday morning. The 
woman then had an interview with the man who 
had consented to do the job. She gave him $5) 
andiold him to go to the clerk ,of the Revere 
House and ask for a package. He was to receipt 
for itin hisown name. ‘This package he would 
find $1,000, ten $100 bills. Hedid so, This inter- 
view was heard by two police insp’ctors, and tuey 
followed the man to the Revere House, where he 
was seen to open the package, count the money 
and then seai it up again. Monday night last week 
Donahue went to Baltimore accompanied wy two 
police inspectors, to see the man wio wanted the 
crime comunitted, and the woman whom he desired 
to have put out of the way. He returned to boston 
Friday morning, and had an interview with the 
woman again and arranged toreturnto Baltimore 
Monday even.ng for the purpose of doing the job. 
Last Saturday evening she went to a telegraph 
office to send a dispatch to Baltimore, Onecf tue 
detectives played receiver, and wien the woman 
handed her dspatech to himthe Chief Inspector 
also banded him one. The first de.ective pretended 
that he could not read part of 1% and made a 

retence of handing it back to the Chief 
Samoahie but instead of so doing handed him the 
woman's dispatch. The result of this littie scene 
was the immediate arrest of the woman. When 
taken to police headquarters she made a full con- 
fession. Sbe was put under speciai surveillance in 
order to prevent any attempt to comunut suicide, 
She spent the nigut in the Police Inspector's office, 
and on Monday was taken to a hotel, where she ing 
now, guarded by the police. Toe woman who was 
to be the victim of the conspirators is said to be 
Mrs. Ches. J. Me.len of Baltimore. iwo detect- 
ives, accompanied by the Mistrict Attorney aod 
Donahue, went to Baltimore Monday night. It is 
understood that their mission to that city is to bring 
into custody the fatuer-ia-law whose pilot was 
brought to hight iu the nick of time, and to arrest 
‘other parties around whom a chuin of evidence is 
being s'owily, : ut surely, thrown. The detectives 
of both cities refuse to give any of the facts in the 
case,

The Prussian Minister of the Interior, in concert 
with the Minister of War, has issued the following 
decree concerning the liability to military service 
of German immigrants in America: “Every man 
subject to military serv.ce whoshall return inthe 
quality ofa citizen of the United Sta‘es of North 
America will not ve allowed toremain in his former 
country more than a few weeks or a few months at 
most. He will be immediately expeiled from the 
moment that, by his attitude or his allusions to his 
exceptional position, he willrender himse.f incon- 
venient to others, or if he shall have emigrated to 
America with the ictention of evading military 
service, or if he prolong his sojourn in Germany 
without a necessity recognized by the authorities.
